We have nothing to complain of in this, aud 
are, indeed, disposed to prefer dealing with a 
nation through a minister who represents its 
prevailing impulses.

Ou arriving in England he used 
the same larguage, and spoke in the name 
of the American people with a warmth which 
was naturally reciprocated by his audience. 
Of course, we are sorry to find that in so do- 
ing he mistook the feeling of his countrymen 
toward us; but that we should listen to what 
he said, and be satisfied by it, is surely no 
fault of ours. The impressionable Minister 
naturally had in this country of public din- 
ners numerous opportupities of repeating his 
friendly sentiments, and the ubiquitous re- 
porter recorded them all, even the most 
improvised and spontaneous.

Possibilities. 

Trouble is brewing between the United 
States and Great Britain. There are spe- 
cial causes of cont>oversy—long outstand- 
ing liabilitics which neither Government 
seems exactly willing to recognize—around 
which a mass of inflammable material in 
both countries moves to and fro. This 
may be touched off any time for the light- 
ing of a match. The Itish in America, 
and the entire Tory organization in Eng- 
land, have particular reasons for desiring a 
fight; and, if the Alabama claims or some 
other bone of contention should open the 
way, they would pursue it with eagerness. 

This present cloud of words may pass 
away. It doubtless will do so. Mr. Glad- 
stone, has his hands ful! with Disestablish- 
ment, and Gen. Grant has his hands tied by 
the purse-string of the Treasury. But do- 
mestic complications cannot last always, 
and prudential monetary considerations 
are as nothing against a foreign disturbance 
for which the temper and the interest of 
two opposing parties seem to agree. 

In spite of a certain spirit of deference 
to Briush prejudices, manifest throughout 
the recent speech of Mr. Sumner—who

wh‘ch is nearest allied to the ruling power 
in England that very able argument indi- 
cates the readiness with which Radicalism 
here and Radicalism there might be brought 
together by the ears. There has been for 
years a maritime rivalry springing up be- 
tween the two countries; and nothing but 
the contiguity of so large a portion of the 
British territory to the United States, on 
the one hand, and our own internal dissen- 
sions, on the other, have prevented a collis- 
ion. The collision, soon or late, is inevita- 
ble. It is the destiny of this country to 
embrace the Canadas within the Union; it 
is the destiny of the Irish to obtain redress 
for seven hundred yea: of wrong; and it 
may be the destiny of the South, by means 
of its services in a time of need, to restore 
itself to complete fellowsh'p with those of 
the States whose power was too much for 
it, but who, in spite of conquest, respect 
the genius and valor of Southern men. 

It is important, however, that the people 
should understand in advance the possi- 
bilities of the future. In the event of a 
war with England inducements vill be 
held out by British diplomacy to resusci- 
tate the Confederate movement. There is 
a prevailing idea at the South that 
the Government of Britain is a model 
government. Radical reconstruction, 
which next after the British government, 
is certainly the very worst government 
that is known among civilized nations, has 
aroused the Southern mind to such a hos- 
tile pitch that offers of foreign means of 
redress weuld be tempting. Defeat ex- 
poscs men to fllusions. Subjugation is 
most disastrous to peoples. We have seen 
the workings in Ireland and in Poland.

A war with England would do more to 
bring about this result than any other cir- 
cumstance; and, while we should discuss 
in a liberal spirit the policy of going to 
war at a time when we are so illy able to 
pay the expenses of a condition of peace, 
we sheuld make up our minds, in the event 
ot a war, to avoid the fatal error of throw- 
ing ourselves, as a people and as a part of 
1 political organ:zation, in a position of 
antagonism to our government. In war- 
time there should be no peace-party. Every 
Southern man ought to have been a fighting

The Oigarette. 
The Turkish is the most delicate and aro- 


matic of all forms of the cigarett;, but tt fa | 


elmost impocsible to obtain them of good 
quality in this country; Even if you import 


which t is difficult to deseribe. A cigarette 
on Mount Athos, and a ¢izarctte smoked in 
New York, may come from the same plant, but 
there will be a wide différenee in the extent 
of the appreciation on the part of the smok- 
ers. Some of this ma 2 be due to fancy, but 
there 1 no doubt that the Turkish cigaretie 
made and smoked in the Mediterranean is pe- 
culiar to the locality. The manner in which 
the leaf is cut by the native tobscco-c. titer 
is primitive in the extremé. He sits upon the 
ground, cross-legged, after. the Turkish fasb- 
ion, and, placing a board u his. knees, 
grasps a bundle of the 2830 leave’, and 
proceeds to gut them with an unwieldy and 
awkward-looking knife. He uses this instre~ 
ment with such dexterity that the tohaceo 
falls away before him in delicate silky flakes, 
cut with almost mathematical precision, and 
even more perfectly than if cut with an ordi- 
nary tobacco-engine. Another unportant el- 
ement in the preparation of a Turkish cigar- 

ette is the paper, and connoisseurs are often 
sorely perplexed to procure a kind which shall 
answer their purpose. It should be light, yet 
tough, free from odor, and as nearly tasteless 
as poseible. A good cigarette-paper is dne of 
the problems of the cigerette-maker, and, like 
many other apparently simple matters, is ex- 
tremely difficult of solution. The number of
